Tax May Be 
Compromised

President Eisenhower has asked 


Congress to keep corporate taxes 
where they are for another year. 
But a number of GOP tax writes 
on Capitol Hill, and some Demo- 
crats, favor letting it drop to 47 
per cent as scheduled April 1. 


There have been suggestions that 


an April 1 compromise of 50 per 
cent might be reached. Kean, 
a 


member of the tax-writing Ways 
and Means Committee, 
adopted 


that figure but said he would urge 
that it. not be put into effect until 
the start of 1955.

but also scheduled reductions

"Because of the present need for
